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THE WAR TAXES. 


A business man denounces the war tax as “an infernal 
nuisance.”’ 

This is putting it pretty strong, but the stamp duties are 
certainly a vexatious and burdensome impediment to busi- 
ness transactions. 

A broker commenting upon these duties says: “The extra 
work required to put the proper stamps on documents and 
to keep the necessary records in this office would keep one 
clerk busy all the time, and if an accidental error is made we 
are liable to a heavy fine.” 

Nobody objects to war taxes to sustain a war, but why re- 
tain them in time of peace? The Treasury is congested with 
cash and a surplus ts accumulating which is a menace to the 
business community and threatens to make trouble in the 
market. 

If expenses have increased in consequence of the war they 
can be met by the imposition of taxes which can be collected 
without vexing the business man. If a little sanity is em- 
ployed tn framing the revenue laws they can be amended with 
good effect. But the expenses do not require all the revenue. 
The law should be revised; many taxes can be dispensed with 
altogether.

Third Vice-President O’Brien, president 
of the John O’Brien Boller Works of this 
city, declared there was not so much an- 
tazgonism among St., Louis boiler makers 
and that our city was voted the most suc- 
cessful high-pressure boiler making city 
in the United States at a Buffalo conven- 
tion in 1893. 

“Since then we have been forging ahead 
and still hold the lead,”® said Mr. O’Brien. 
“This is. due to the practice that we hage 
had in boller making. and as you know 
practice makes perfect. We have built 
high-pressure boilers for Mississipp! River 
steamers for 50 years and having that ad- 
vantage we have continued to make good 
boilers.

By transplanting,its development was re- 
tarded about four months. It lost that 
much time in getting a firm hold on its 
new resting place. It had to acclimatize, 
When it did its growth-energy began to act 
just at the point where it had ceased four 
months ago, and as it should have bloomed 
in May, so now it blooms in October. 

‘he tree is not a’new species, nor has ft 
been carefully watched and cultivated, but 
left entirely to mature. Its late bloom 
might be considered an illustration @f an 
important botanical law—namely, that 
when a plant is checked it at once strives 
to reproduce itself or to flower. 

Mr. Gurney, the head gardener at Shaw’s 
Garden, Was approached for an explanation 
of the fact. 

“It is quite an uncommon event,” he 
said, “although I have seen it before. Late 
bloom in itself is not peculiar. Last year, 
owing to a 90 days’ drought, nearly the 
same thing happened with all our plants. 
But this year has been rainy and well fa- 
vored, so 1 can no reason for this one 
case. I hardly think transplantation will 
account for it. 

‘But the tree will not produce any frult 
this season. It will not have time before 
frost—which we expect to be quite severe 
about the second week in October.”
